of construction, hut shall have tho right 
to assume the said work at any timo, and 
complete the same, paying tho cost of 
construction, ^nforesaid^ bo far as tho 
same shall then have been mcurred by the 
Government. 

G. Unless prevented by {ho act of God, 
the Queen's enemies, intestine disturb- 
ances, opidoniics.

"9. In consideration of the promises, 
the Covornment agree to grant to tho 
Company a subsiilj' in money of 825, 000,- 
000 and in land of 25,000,000 acres, for 
which subsidies tho coiiHtructiou of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway shall bo com- 
pleted, and j.ho same shall bo equipped, 
maintained, and operated, the said sub-

required fur tliu traffic tlieioun, the Qov- 
ornment shall pay and grant to tho com-

11. The gr.int of land hereby agreed to 
bo made to the company shall ho inad j in 
alternate sections of C40 acres each, ex- 
tending back 24 miles deep ou each wide 
of the railway from Wiiniijieg to Jasper 
House, in so far as such lands shall be 
vested in tho Government, tho company 
receiving the sections bearing unsvon 
numbers; but should any of such sections 
consist in a material degree of laud not 
fairly fit for settlement tlio company shall 
not be obliged to receive them as part of 
such grant, and the deficiency thereby 
caused, and any further deficiency wliicli 
may arise from the insufiicient quantity 
of land along the said portion of railway

by tho Dominion, or' by any provinco 
hereafter to be established, or by any 
municipal corponitinn therein, and the 
lands of the company in the Northwest 
tcrritorioa until they aro either sold or 
occupied shall also be free from such tax- 
ation for twenty-five years after the grant 
thereof from tho Crown. 

17 — Tho coinpany shall bo authorized 
by their Act of Incorporation to issue 
bonds, secured upon the land granted and 
to bo granted to the company containing 
provisions for such boiuis in tho acquisi- 
tion of lands and such other conditions as 
the company shall soo fit, such issue to be 
for §25,000,000; and should tho company 
make such issue of land grant bonds then 
they shall deposit tiicin in tho hands of 
the government and tho government shall 
retain and hold one-fifth of such bonds as

1!). Tho Company shall pay any expense 
which shall bo incurred by tho Govern- 
ment in carrying out the provisions of 
tho two last preceding clauses of this con- 
tract.

Tho organ and side 
screen, also the work of the Misses 
Crease, arc very artistically designed. 
Above are tw'o texts "Unto us a child is 
,born, Unto us a son is given." No pains 
liave been spared to niako the nave of the 
church correspond to the chancel. Several 
texts are upon the walls and ivy wreaths 
encircle tho windows. The pulpit, tho 
work of ISIrs. R, Ward, and the reading, 
desk, the work of Miss Masoii,_are very' 
handsomely iinisbed.

The 
pulpit, by Mrs. Do.uglas, ,by fay^ljjp most 
ornamental piece of. work in- the church, 
is a masterpiece of fine art aud alone is 
worth a careful inspection, tho panels 
pure white deeplj' bordered with ivy 
leaves contain raised designs of extpnsitc 
workmanship. Among otheis a golden 
cross in relievo oatwincd with an exceed- 
ingly beautiful .wreatli of flojyver^^ a /deep 
blue cross ornamented with small o'vor- 
lastinga of various colours, and a picture 
of a ciierub, framed with a wreath of im- 
mortelles, aro certain to attract great ad- 
miration. Tho base is covered with 
Oregon grape and cedar sprays, out of 
which spring long plumci of pampas 
grass. Other things worthy of notice aro 
the choir mils, tastefully decorated by 
tho Mi8s».-8 Finlayson and Miss JIunro, 
Chandelier, by Miss Monro. The font, 
ia the result of the- joint labours of IMrs. 
Robertson and Mrs. Bushby. Tlio ot^an 
adornad with a harp , by Mr. and Miss 
Bagnall. The organ and vostry screens 
by Mrs, Blakelockand the Misses Finlay- 
son assisted by Mr. H. Kent. The read- 
ing desk by Miss Nolson, the lectern by 
Mrs. jMiles, and tho west door whose 
tastufid decorations were the work of 
MissJcnuaand the Misses Storey. Among 
others who lent nimble and skillful fingers' 
to the work of decorating tho various 
parts of the church w«ru Mi.ss Jack- 
son, Miss Wallace.

Decorations in this church arc of a 
lighter character and less crowded than 
tlio.io already described; the general as- 
pect being rcmark.ably pleasing. Tho 
windows 111 tho chancel and body of the 
church are decorated with wreaths and 
gracefully trimmed at the angles, while on 
each side Prince of Wales feathers are 
placed at regular intervals. The follow- 
ing texts are ranged along the window 
sills of chancel and church on a red 
ground: '* Good will toward men, " 
"Surely I come quickly, Amen, even so 
Cometh Lord Jesus." Tho lettering is 
beautifully done in white wool. Between 
the chancel windows are nicely executed 
gothio designs in evergreen wreaths. All 
the above is tho handiwork of Messrs, 
Taylor and Kennedy. Wreaths of ivy 
are interwined with' tho'comniuriibn rails, 
and dose-.by the font is surmounted with 
a pretty white cross. This is the work of 
Miss Carr.

They incautiously ventured 
on the ice near the outlet of the lake and 
fell into tho water. Tho sister of the,two 
boys perceiving them in the^ i.wjtei; im- 
mediately gave tho alarm ," when ' 'ifr, 
Joseph Malpass rushed ont of his house 
and crawled out on the ice as far as he 
could and then shoved logs, and throw a 
rope towards tho boya in tho water; then 
Messrs. Nixon and Webb arrived and 
with the assistance of the poles and.rope, 
succeeded in resouing.-.L'eslieifromr a -Wat- 
ery grave, but not until ho was nearly 
perished with tho cold. While Nixon 
aud Webb wei-e running to the rescue 
they saw the younger boy Hurry disappear 
under the water and did not see him 
again until his lifeless body was recovered 
by Messrs. Bray, Thomson and Mal[ia3s 
who took a b'dat across tho sound ice to 
where the .iccident happened.
